WASHINGTON -- The conference, Work and Family: Seeking a New Balance, 
has been rescheduled for March 30 and 31, 1987 at the Omni Shoreham Hotel 
here. The conference, which had originally been scheduled last April, is 
being sponsored by the U.S. Department of Labor in cooperation with the 
AFL-CIO and the National Association of Manufacturers (NAM).

REAL EARNINGS IN AUGUST 1986 
WASHINGTON -- Real average weekly earnings increased 0.5 percent from 


July to August after seasonal adjustment, according to preliminary data 
released by the Bureau of Labor Statistics of the U.S. Department of Labor. 


This increase stemmed from a 0.5 percent increase in average hourly 
earnings and a 0.3 percent increase in average weekly hours, which was 
partially offset by a 0.2 percent increase in the Consumer Price. Index 
for Urban Wage Earners and Clerical Workers (CPI-W). 


Data on average weekly earnings are collected from the payroll 
reports of private nonfarm establishments. Earnings of both full-time 
and part-time workers holding production or nonsupervisory jobs are 
included. Real average weekly earnings are calculated by adjusting 
earnings in current dollars for changes in the CPI-W. 


Average weekly earnings increased by 1.7 percent between August of 
1985 and 1986 as a result of a 2.0 percent increase in average hourly 
earnings, which was partially offset by a 0.3 percent decrease in average 
weekly hours. After adjustment for a 1.2 percent increase in the CPI-W 
over the same period, real average weekly earnings increased 0.5 percent. 
Before adjustment for seasonal change and deflation by the CPI-W, average 
weekly earnings were $305.02 in August -1986, compared with $299.90 a year 
earlier. 


The Hourly Earnings Index (HEL) in dollars of constint purchasing 
power was unchanged between July and August. Compared with a year 
earlier, the HEI increased by 1.0 percent. (See tables 1 and 2.) The HEI 
excludes the effects of two types of changes unrelated to underlying wage 
rate movements--fluctuations in overtime in manufacturing and 
interindustry employment shifts.
